“Q” ENGINEERS MAY STRIKE 


New Rule of Burlington Railroad 
Brings a Labor Crisis. © 


WEARERS OF GLASSES HIT. 


Brotherhood Officials Take .an Appeal 
to James J. Hill. 


A serious labor situation affecting the en- 
tire Burlington railroad system suddenly de- 
veloped last night following the adoption of a 
new pnd radical rule by the company. 

‘The regulation in question pertaing to the 
engineers and establishes a standard for 
eyesight sald to be more rigid than any thus 
far enforced by the railroads of the country, 
Men obliged to wear glasses, by the provi- 
sions of the new rule, are reduced in mank 
and assigned to unimportant and unremunher~ 
ative “runs.” The reduotion appliee to all 
engineers regardless of length of service for 
the company. 

The effect of the order was so sweeping 
that Grand Chief Warren S. Stone of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen at mid- 
night telegraphed James J. Hill at St. Paul 
SOE an immediate conference. 


Engineers Vote Against Rule 

Simultaneously a vote wae taken in every 
lodge of engineers throughout the Burlington 
system on the acceptance or rejection of the 
new rule. It is said the returns already in 
the hands of the grand officers of the brother- 
hood show an overwhelming majority in 
favor of taking extreate sheamares to Syyere 
the company’s order. 

According to the procedure of the brother- 
hood a vote in favor of rejecting the eye- 
sight rule will place the matter absolutely 
in the hands of the grand lodge officers, who 
are empowered to call a strike without fur- 
ther action, It was said Mr. Gtone will make 
another effort to have the rule rescinded 
in the hope 6f preventing # strike, which 
would tie up the Burlington lines on both 
sides of the Missouri river, amd with this 
end tn view decided to appeal to Mr, Hill as 
a last resort. 

A protest to the company by the Burlington 
engineers already has been filed, but has not 
received favorable consideration from the of- 
ficials of the company.

LIEUTENANT FALLS IN ATTACK 
BY PULAJANES AFTER NIGHT. 


Leader of Goouts Slain When Bandits 
Descend on Bivouac—Another Band 
Is Put to Rout by Troops. 


MANILA, Sept. 11—Léeut. R. B. Treadwell 
of the Philippine scouts was killed last night 
by Pulajanes six miles south of Barauen. He 
was in command of a small detachment of 
scouts whose bivouac was attacked during 
the night by a band of about 100. 

Lieut. Treadwell was the only men hit. 
Troops are in pursuit of the band 

Sixty troops and forty constabulary en 
countered a band of Pulajanes near Bitio Ma- 
raboa, killing one and wounding several.

Jewish Shops Looted. 

The principal fighting began in Pienkna 
street and spread rapidly to a large portion of 
the town. Almost all the Jewish shops were 
looted. Owners who defended their property 
were killed or wounded, Any person seen 
leaving a house or looking out of a window 
was shot without mercy. 

At a late hour in the afternoon the Kaluga 
regiment arrived on @ special train from 
Biela and measures were instituted to puta 
atop to jhe pillage. In spite of this, how~- 
ever, the shooting continued up to a late 
hour last night. 

During the night many buildings were set 
on fire and frequent shots and occasional 
volley firing were still heard in different 
parts of the town. 

When Monday morning dawned the work 
ef rioting, pillage, and shooting continued. 
The revolutionists were still holding owt in 
their houses behind barricaded doors and 
windows, and soldiers in the streets were 
anewering with volleys. 

Squads of soldiers were parading through 
Rhe streets selling pillaged watches and 
§ewelry. The army officers openly coun- 
tenanced the selling of loot. The local gov- 
ernor, Eingike, took no steps to prevent the 
eutrege. 

Soldiers Bring Up Cannon. 

Finally, this morning Gov. Gen. Skallon 
telegraphed for permission to use the artil- 
jery. ‘Four batteries then opened fire down 
Pienkna, Warsaw, and Alena streets, which 
were inhabited by thousands of Jews. The 
@estruction was horrible. 

The cannon shots were directed against the

6n_the soldiers. The sound of the big guns 
sent a number of women into a state of 
shrieking and hysterical fear. 
. A @elegation of citizens asked the governor 
to order the troops to cease ‘firing, but the 
governor replied that the citizens must de- 
iver up their leaders and the revolutionists 
or otherwise the city would be bombarded. 
The authorities aseert that fifteen terrorists 
heve arrived here from Warsaw and that 
they must be arrested before any of the in- 
habitants are permitted-to leave the city.

REVOLT IN RUSSIAN PRISON. 


Sentry Shoots Girl Who Dares to Show 
Her Face in a Window, and 
Trouble Follows. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 10°—There wasa 
revolt today in the Central detention prison 
of St. Petersburg in consequence of the death 
of Mile. Semenova, a girl of 22, a young and 
enthusiastic social] democrat, who was shot 
and killed inetantly by a sentry when she 
showed herself at the window of her cell 
overlooking the courtyard. 

The furious prisoners expelled the warders, 
barricaded the prison, and laid the corpse of 
Mile. Semenova upon an impromptu bier in 
the central cell, refuging to deliver it to the 
guthorities and swearing they would die 
rather than surrender it. 

Troops were summoned, but the authori- 
ties, fearing bloodrhed, temporized and sent 
for the brother of Mile Semenova, to whom 
the insurgénis delivered the body. 

Grand Duke Nicholas, after an investiga- 
tion of the affair, pérsonally ordered the dis- 
missal of the officer of the guard, which was 
drawn from the unpopular Seminovsky regi- 
ment. 

Mile. Semenova was a medical stud and 
was trying to divide with the prisoners some 
sugar which she had surreptitiously obtained 
when she was shot. 

Peasant Leader on Trial. 

A court martial at Cronstadt will take up 
tomorrow the procésees against M. Onipko, 
the peasant leader in the outlawed pariie- 
ment, and three other civilians.

REVEALS HORROR 
OF MUJIK FURY. 


First Detailed Story of Peasant 
Rising Between the Don 
and the Volga.

143 ESTATES LAID WASTE. 


District Sixty Miles Long Black- 
ened with the Devastation 
of the Torch.

VORONEZH, Southern Ruesia, Sept. 10~ 
The story of the twelve days mujik uprising 
in the “ Black belt’ from the Don to the 
Volga reads like the most lurid pages of 
the history of the reign of terror in France. 
The story can now be told in detail for the 
first time. ° 

For twelve days the peasants burned, 


148 great estates. The light of the flames il- 
lumineated the skies for a distance of sixty 
miles. The nobles and landed proprietors, 
with their families, fled to the cities in terror. 

The troops, mostly Cossacks and’ dragoons, 
were slow in arriving, but when they did 
put in an appearance they shot and flogged 
the peasantry into submission, and the village 
and city jails of the province are still filled 
with peasants “ awaiting trial,” although 
hundreds have already been deported to Si- 
beria by “‘ administrative order.” 


Cause of the Outburst. 

The immediate cause of the uprising was 
the refusal of the governor, Gen. Bibbikoff, 
to allow Mr. Grushoff, a member of the duma, 
to render an account of his stewardship to 
his peasant constituents. The duma was at 
that time still In session, and Mr. Grus- 
hoff, who was'a member of the Group of Toll, 


“land and lLiberty.”’ 

News of the meeting, which was to have 
been held in the city of Veronezh, was circu- 
lated throughout the provinces, and the peas- 
antry came to attend it from all directions, 
some traveling over a hundred miles on foot 
to do so. came with their wives and 
children with thé cart and horse which con- 
stituted practically the entire family posses- 
sion, or on horseback or afoot. For several 
days they had been streaming into the city 
possessed with a single idea—to learn the. 
decision at St. Petersburg regarding the dis- 
tribution of land? - 

On the day when the meeting was to be 


Grushoff wag to speak only to find it occupied 
by Cossacks, and when they hesitated ohews 
obeying the injunction of the police to re- 
turn home they were literally whipped out 
of the city. With bitterness in their hearts 
they trudged homeward protesting, ““ We 
came not to listen to the whizzing of knouts, 
but to the words of our deputy.” 

In this frame of mind they became easy 
prey of the revolutionary agitators, who 
were quick to seize the occasion to incite 
them to take what was denied them. Way- 
side groups were harangued by orators who 
knew how to contrast the luxurious resi- 
dences of the gentry with the miserable straw, 
thatched shacks of the peasants,-and urged 
them to destroy the dwellings of the mas- 
ters,as the easiest and quickest way of 
forcing them to surrender the land into the 
hands of thos¢ who tilled it. They were 
urged to go to their village and three days 
later to rise. 

- Tocsin Sounds the Signal. 

This the peasantry of the northern ‘part of 
the province, where the peasants’ league wae 
well organized, agreed to do, and upon the 
day appointed the bell towers of half a hun- 
dred villages simultaneously summoned the 
mujiks to begin the work of destruction, 

It was a nondescript army which took the 
field. Their weapons consisted chiefly of 
agricultural implements, scythes, pitchforks, 
and axes. Many were practically in rags, 
bareheaded, - barefooted; but the different 
groups of from fifty to 200 as they wandered 
off in different directions, led by agitators, 
all carried the emblem of revolt. 

Aimlessly, without definite plan except to 
burn out the proprietors and summon all 
whom they met to join in the work of ‘‘eman- 
cipation,”’ they set forth on their journey 
with the red flag at their head and revolu- 
tionary songs in their mouths. As they 
moved some of the bands swelled rapidly, 
while others fell to pieces. 

Straight toward the south the ‘main body 
moved, putting the torch to the mansions 
of all the gentry in their path. In many 
places standing grain was burned. Upon 
their approach the landlords with their fam- 
flies hastily gathered together what they 
could and fied. En route the peasantry ac- 
cumulated all sorts of pjunder, but princl- 
pally wagons, horses, and cattle. For paint- >} 
ings, valuable furniture, priceless bric-a-brac, 
with which many of the manor houses were 
adorned, they cared nothing, hacking to pieces 
everything which they did not.burn or could 
not carry away.* The political opinions of 
the owner mattered nothing to them, liberal] 
or monarchist, noble or bourgeois, it was all 
the same. None was spared. 


Estates Plundered and Burned. 

' The first big estate burned, as it happened, 
was one belonging to Count S. Sherematieff. 
a notorious reactionary, who possesses fifty- 
five estates in Russia and who always has éx- 
ercised a great influence at court, Alexander 
III. having on his death bed advised. the 
present czar always to heed the advice of 
Sherematieff and Pobiedonostseff. 

Among the other larger estates devas- 
tated were those of the Princess Oldenburg, 
where the peasants had refused to harvest 
the crops for less than lS rubles a dessiatine 
against from $ to 5 rubles in previous years, 
and that of Mr. Kapkanschikoff, whose resi- 
dence contained a priceless museum of 
medieval Russian armor, art, etc., worth 
about half a million dollars. Mr. Kapkan- 
schikoff and his family escaped in a peasant 
cart at night so hastily that they were unable 
to save anything except the clothes in which 
they fled. 

The residence of Mr. Kabonoff was prac- 
tically the only one spared. Instead of burn- 
ing it the peasantry loaded al the furniture 
and valuables, including winter provisions, 
into wagons, which were attached to their 
train. Thence the “army " moved down the 
Bitchuk, @ branch of the Don river, burning 
and destroying everything to which they 
could apply the torch. In all sixty-three es- 
tates were laid waste, fourteen in one night. 
These included the palatial mansion of Mr. 
Zwegintsefl, a brother of the governor of 
Livonia. 

Attack on Orlo te, 

They met thelr first real opposition and 
their first defeat at “ Ripp,” the estate of 
Prince Alexis Orloff, whose famous stud is 
renowned throughout the world. This estate 
was protected by fifty Coseacks. The band of 
peasants detached for the work of destroy- 
ing Prince Orloff’s property consisted of 
about 1,000 men, who made a night attack. 
They advanced to the assault with the 
fanaticism of dervishes, breasting the maga- 
sine carbines of the Cossacks with scythes 
and axes, and only retired when 41 had been 
killed and 106 had been wounded. When 
they finally broke the Cossacks, riding among 
them with their whips, turned the retreat 
Tanto a rout. 

Enraged by this defeat, the mujiks ravaged 
the country round about, burning out twenty- 
three proprietors, including Mr. Kulubaky, 
editor of the Voronezh Slovo, s constitutional 
democratic paper, and then having received 
accessions to their ranks they returned two 
days afterwards to tite estate of Prince 
Orloff. 

Th.s time their attack was successful, as 
most of the Cossacks had been withdrawn 
elsewhere in the belief that all danger there 
Was over. The small guard which had been 
left was killed to a man, after which they 
ransacked the manor house, and after steal- 
ing what was portable they destroyed the 
art treasures, broke up the antique furniture 
for which the mansion was famous, and 
finally gave the residence to the flames. 

The celebrated stables were then surround- 

Fortunately the brood mares, which were 
ept at some distance. had been driven off 
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The peoptie of Caucasia’s metropolis are greatly alarmed over signs of an impending catastrophe there similar to that which occurred in the neighboring town- 
ship of Kwareli, where the side of a mountain fell, burying alive 255 persons and countless cattle. 
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not maimed, as reported in the dispatches 
at the time. The only wanton mutilation of 
blooded stock, so far ae investigation showed, 
took place in the village of Martin, where 
the trotter stud of Mr. Kapkanschikoff was 
killed in the most atrocious fashion. The 
horses were hamstrung, and in some in- 
stances their tongues were cut out and they 
were. otherwise mutilated and turned out 
to die. 

Like the Work of Fiends. 

The peasants acted like fiends. In an hour 
and a half they had burned thirty buildings 
and reduced everything to ruins. The rural 
guard and troops did not arrive upon this 
estate until two weeks afterwards. 

On the last day of the general rapine the 
peasants with a long wagon train loaded 
with plunder arrived at the estate of Mr. Al- 
masoff and demanded that he executea deed 
ceding his estate. The peasants produeed a 
document which professed to be an imperial 
ukase Yandoubtedly prepared by agitators) 
authorizing them to expropriate and take 
possession of the land of the proprietors. As 
the easiest and safest way out of the diffi- 
culty Almasoff drew up and signed a paper 
ceding his estate to the peasants. Since then 
he has been arrested charged with participa- 
tion in the agrarian disorders. 

In four cases only did the peasants of the 
estates make any attempt to defend the prop- 
erty of their landlords, but their’ resistance 
was unavailing. In every other instancethe 
peasants joined the ingurrection. 

During all this time while the most beau- 
tiful part of the province was thus being 
laid waste the governor had accomplished 
nothing. The dragoons and Cossacks sent 
hither and thither in pursuit of the roving 
bands in each instance arrived from one 
to three days late. 


Troops Take the Field 

Finally, however, with two columns. of 
cavalry, consisting of about 1,500 cossacks 
and dragoons, he sueceeded in cutting off 
the ‘main body south of Bobrow and driving 
them to the left bank of the Don. Finding 
themselves cornered, many of the peagants 
succeeded In breaking through the lines and 
escaping; but about 700, with their carts and 
plunder, were captured. 

Before surrendering, the peasants, many of 
whom by this ‘time managed to equip them- 
selves with arms taken from the houses of 
the gentry, shetguhs, old muskets, revolvers, 
etc., made a stand behind their wagons. They 
fought with considerable courage, but the 
trained volleys of the soldiery- soon forced 
them to ery for mercy. 

When the captured were “ rounded up ” it 
was found that practically all the leaders 
had escaped and of the 10,000 or more peas- 
ants whe had taken part in the rising not 
more than 500, including many women and 
children, were actually taken, 

Thereupon the governor, accompanied by 
several sotnias of cossacks, started on a 
tour of the villages to mete out punishment to 
the offenders. The peasants of each village 
were summoned before him and his troops 
and instricted to give up the leaders and all 
who had participated. The same plan was 
pursued everywhere. Those guilty of pillag- 
ing were ordered to go to the right and those 
who had not to the left and the result wae 
‘everywhere the same. Invariably all would 
go to the right. Then the poorest moujiks 
who had not part In the expeditions, fearing 
condign punishment, ‘would begin to point 
the guilty. Crimination and recrimination 
would foHow and finally the cossacks would 
be turned loose and the whole population of 
the village would be given. a thorough beat- 


ing. 
Leaders Shot or Exiled. 

Such leaders as could be found were sent 
back to Voronezh or to the other towns for 
deportation to Siberia. A number of the 
most dangerous agitators who were caught 
were executed without even the formality of 
a drumhead court martial. 

In reality even such formality was uwnnec- 
eseary, as the governor is clothed with full 
powers to apply such punishment as he 
deems fit “by administrative order.” 


PALMA CRIES WAR:

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other leading liberals in this.city have mys- 
teriously disappeared: Up to midnight wefior 
Zayas had not been arrested.

I am the first 
and last president of Cuba.” 

Foreign residents express gratification that 
late dévelopments are apt to cause.an im- 
mediate crisis, with the probability that the 
United States will step in. 

When the news of the issuance of the de- 
crees reached. the veterans’ peace commis- 
sion, which was in session at the home of 
Gen .Menocal, there was immediate and al- 
most unanimous denunciation of President 
Palma and other members of the govern- 
ment. ’ 

Sefior Sanguilly, independent, who was 
present, who usually is moderate in his ut- 
terances, made an impassioned speech, in 
which he declared that there remained for 
Gubans but two roads to travel, onegf honor 
and the other of disgrace. The government, 
he said, had refused offers of endeavors to 
settle the difficulty pacifically, so nothing was 
left but to side with its opponents. 

Gen. Collazo and other prominent veterans 
made similar speeches. Gen. Menocal cein- 
cided with the views of the other speakers. 
It appears probable that most of the mem- 
bers of the veterans’ peace commission will 
join the insurgents tomorrow. 


Peace Almost Obtained. 

For awhile this evening the prospect of 
peace looked decidedly more hopeful. This 
eonditidn was the result of the arrive] here 
of one of the peace commissions which had 
visited the insurgent lhader, Pino Guerra, in 
Pinar del. Rio province, with the news that 
Guerra had expressed a willingness to sus- 
pend fighting pending peace negotiations 
provided the main basis of those negotiations 
was the original proposition for the resigna- 
tion of President Palma and other high offi- 
cers or the calling of a new election. 

This céimmission, which was composed of 
Guerra’s two brothers and Poliearpe Fajardo, 
obtained Guerra’s rather indefinite consent 
last week at San Juan de Martinez, but was 
unable to pag Havana gerd on account 
of suspension traffic on the western part 
of the railroad.

A second rapid fire train has arrived at 
the partly destroyed bridge over the Santa 
Clara river, beyond Herradura, and will re- 
main as a guard while the bridge is being 
repaired. The forces of Col. Avalos and 
Diaz, the latter being troops sent by the 
first armored train, continued today on their 
way to Pinar del Rio. 

No fighting was reported today and it is 
not considered likely that Pinar del Rio will 
be occupied by Guerra now that machine 
guns are proceeding in that direction. 

A dispatch from Manzanillo reports ‘that 
two editors, four city officials, and several 
other liberals have left the town to organ- 
ize a rebel band. 

Cienfuegos reports a total of 9,000 insur- 
gents in Santa Clara province. 

Details of the fighting around the armored 
train near Consolacion del Sur and in the 
village itself show it to have been the blood- 
lest of the war. The Cubans sustained their 
reputation as hard fighters, but the gov- 
ernment victory was principally due to Amer- 
icans under Capt. Webster, who manned the 
gatling guns and made effective use of them. 


Chargs Armored Train with Machetes. 

Two battles were fought, oné around the 
military train between loyalists under Col. 
Tabares and Capt. Webster and insurgents 
under Gen. Paez. Meantime insurgents, un- 
der Gen. Pino Guerra, were holding the town 
of Consolacion del Sur against the loyalist 
forces under Col. Avalos. Paez made three 
desperate machete charges on the train in 
spite of the fire of the gatlings, but was 
forced back each time. 

He then kept up a rifle fire from a distance. 
But Avalos, quickly turning, charged Paeg's 
forces, which fled. Avalos then turned again 
and renewed the attack on Consolacion del 
Sur, while the troops on the train and the 
American gunners kept Paez at bay. 

The fighting at Consolacion del Sur was 
hand to hand, Guerra bravely holding his 
position for a long time. Finally he had to 
abandon the town and take to.the hills. 

It has been definitely ascertained that the 
rebels lost 300. 

The Americans sang “ The Good Olé Sum- 
mer Time” and danced around the train 
after the rebels’ failure to reach them. 


Every Foot Bitterly Fought. 

The insurgents at Consolacion del Sur 
overturned two railway cats and used them 
as a barricade. 

Every inch of ground gained by Avalos 
had to be won with the machete. Great 
credif is givem Avalog for his quick move- 
ments in coming to the rescue of the train 
and then returning so rapidly to the attack 
on Consolacion del Sur. 

Gen. Pedro Diaz did not command the mili- 
tary train in battle. He was deprived of 
his command three days ago, when, instead 
of proceeding, he went back to Palacios. 
Col. Tabares then took command. Before 
starting he wired President Palma: 

“TT will proceed with the train or die.” 

Guerra had in battle more than 2,000 men. 
The government had 800 under Avalos and 
960 under Tabares. The government troops 
captured 179 horses. 

The city of Pinar del Rio is in a state of 
famine, as all its victuals come from Havana. 
Nothing is raised there but tobacco. The 
military train had some provisions. Though 
the cargo of two cars that were left on the 
track were saved, it will not be enough to ' 
rélieve the suffering of the people.

SIDE OF MOUNTAIN NEAR TIFLIS, 
CAUCASIA, GIVES WAY. 


Sea of Slime, Sand, and Stones Sweeps 
Down Over Township of Kwareli, 
Covering It Six Feet Deep—Disaster 
Comes So Suddenly That Few Have 
Time to Escape—Bodies of Fifty- 
five of the Victims Recovered— 
Other Places in Peril. 


TIFLIS, Sept. 10.—Practically without 
warning, the side of a mountain rising above 
the township of Kwareli broke away, and in 
a sea of semi-liquid mud, sand, and stones, 
swept down on the township and over- 
whelmed and obliterated it. Fifty-five bodies 
already have been recovered from the mire, 
which is about six feet deep. In addition to 
the lives lost countless head of cattle perished 
and the crops were destroyed. 

Kwarell township occupies an area of five 
kilometers in the district of Talaw, in the 
Caucasus. Similar disasters are of common 
occurrence in Caucasian valleys. 


City of Tiflis in Peril, 

Tiflis itself, a‘ecity of 120,000 people, mo- 
mentarily is expecting a similar visitation. 
For days the Greek priests in the mosques 
have issued warnings of an impending ca- 
lamity. In the panic which tsllowed the 
landslide of this morning these warnings 
were recalled.

Riverdale Farmers First. 

The Halland Datch farmers of Riverdale 
really furnished the first contingent of 
anxious depositors. Rumors, wild and vary- 
ing in details, were circulated around the 
Riverdale saloons as early as Saturday. They 
could not be traced, but the word spread 
throughout. the truck farms of the village 


and yesterday the farmers loaded their wives | 


into wagons and street cars and went—forty 
strong—to demand their money. 

As they entered the arcade that sheltered 
the bank they saw two rows of workmen 
from the Pullman shops drawing their pay. 
The sight set them wild. They formed the 
idea that the run on the bank had been start- 
ed and all their forebodings sprang into real- 
ity. They shrieked and waved their arms in 
their despair. This was the first of the run. 

Along in the middle of the forenoon an 
Italian presented himself at the cashier's 


window with a pay check which he wished | 


cashed. Awpsistant Cashier Egan told the 
man the check was not indorsed properly 
and he wentawgy. The next heard from this 
iicident was the spreading of the rumor in 
the Itallam eolony of Kensington that the 
bank was insolvent. 


Rush of Italian Depositors. 

The man had gone from the bank to en 
Italian saloon and tokt his comrades that 
the bank -had fafled and could not pay out 
any more money. 
swarmed out of the tenements and headed 
for the bank. The women put their colored 
shawls on their heads and joined the proces- 
gion. Those who did not have deposits in 
the banks carried the word to the men work- 


‘ing in the shops. Many of these, as soon as | 


they heard of it, left thetr work and ran to 
the bank. 

The “ king of the Italians " was sent for | 
and the priest of the local Italian Catholic 
churah. These men talked with the officers 
of thé bank, and then went forth to argue 
with the people. They came back after half 
an how®’s hard work and reported that they 
could do nothing. The women were the most 
frantic, aithough there were few of them, as 
many W n have left their wives in Italy. 


Efforts to Calm Crowd Fail. 

President Bryant and Cashier Harris went 
out personally and tried to appeal to the 
crowd. 

“ The bank ig safe. The man who told you 
that you would not get your money is a 
liar,”’ said President Bryant, speaking from 
the door of the bank to the crowd of angry 
faces that filled the arcade. The thousand 
made no sign that they comprehended. In- 
terpreters told the people what the president 
had said, but they. only cried the louder for 
their money. 

Then the bank settled down to the run, 
More depositors fromm Fernwood, Kensing- 
ton, Riverdale, West Pullman, Dolton, 
Dauphin Park, Gano, and Burnside kept 
coming in and the crowd began to number 
more than a thousand. Some were of the 
more intelligent class. The scare began to 
spread into the better residence districts. A 
Kensington policeman Grew out $3,200, the 
largest individual amount.reported. Most of 
the deposits were under $100. 

At 8 o’clock the bank doors closed and 
policemen drove the crow4 back with the 
announcement that the bank would reopen 
at 5 o'clock, as was customary with, pay 


night. 


When the shops were closed:at 5:30 o’clock 
the great run began. The workmen, instead 
of hurrying home to supper or to buy their 
chunks of individual meat for the “ house 
boss” to cook, rushed to the bank and 
joined the crowd there. The crowd was so 
great that it was impossible to Aight a way 
through the arcade. 


Stensland’s Name Often Heard. 

“I have $300," said a grimy lavorer. “I 
have saved it for years. Are they going to 
take it from me Hke Stensland did?” 

The word “ Stensiand” was heard many 
times in the throng. Men went through the 
crowd waving money and calling out that 
the bank was as safe as a rock, that the 
great Pullman company was behind it, and 
that all they wanted to do was to get at the 
window to put in more money. 

“It isa lie, alla Me. I know the man: that 
said it,” called out a German. The polide 
tried to find him, but were unsuccessful. No 
one could locate the man who had started 
the rumor. The bank officials said that it 
often happened that a man wasturned away 
because hig check was not indorsed properly. 
They thought two or three had been turned 
away during the day. 

At 6 o’clock the-baenk Goors were closed 
for the day, with the\ announcement that 
money would be paid ott in the morning to 
all that wanted it. There was a great rush 
for the door and all who could squeeze into 
the bank were allowed to fill the floor. The 
others were driven away with difficulty. They 
stood around the doors in frightened groups, 
littie understanding what had taken place 
and anxious only for their money. It took 
until 7:20 o’clock before all in the bank were 
paid. 


May Be Preliminary to Robberies. 

Indications that the unrest among the bank 
depositors was the result of agitation begun 
by a gang similar to that which recently 
eaused trouble by warning depositors ir. 


downtown banks by telephone were obtained 


by President Bryant during the evening. 
Several of his aids, who returned from a. 
scouting expedition among the depositors, 


brought the infermation that two showily 
dressed men had been working among the 


Italiane Saturday afternoon and that one 
had walked away quickly from an excited 
group when approached by a policeman. 

No one could be found who could explain 
the men’s presence, and President Bryant 
eald he had strong reason to believe that a 
series of house robberies and holdups was 
planned by an organized band of thieves,

Depositors Lose Interest Money. 

Im speaking of the effect of the panic on 
the bank, Presidesit Bryant said: 

“Tf it has any effect at all, it will be bene- 
ficial from our selfish standpoint. Those who 
deposited their money since the beginning 
of the last interest term willdose their in- 
terest, and we will have had the benefit of it 
for nothing. As to the business of the bank, 
it will not affect it In the least. We have de- 


posits to the extent of $2,500,000 and the 


amount drawn out will not be missed. 

“Ty have no doubt the recent failure of 
Stensland’s Milwaukee Avenue bank had 
much to do with it. There has been m 
unrest among small depositors since ite 
lapse. It hae not in the least impaired the 
confidence of the wiser depositors and es- 
tablished business men, but it hag made the 
foreigners an unstable quantity. 

“We made no attempt to stop the with- 
drawals, as it always is best with these peo- 


ple to give them their money as soon as they 


demand it. If we hadmade an objection they 
might have stirred up @ row that would have 
caused a real run.’

MIND UNHINGED BY BANK WRECE 
AND CLERK'S DISHONESTY. 


Member of Big Firm of Manufactur- 
ing Chemists Eludes Doctors in New 
York and Cannot Be Found—Son 
Admits Police of Eastern Cities 
Have Been Notified and Morgues 
Are+Being Searched—Friends Fear 
Death Has Overtaken Missing Mana. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 10.—[Special. ]}—~The 
twin shocks of the revelation of the villainies 
of Frank K. Hipple, who wrecked the Real 
Eetate Trust company, and the absconding 
eof his trusted manager with $40,000 so af- 
fected the mind of Henry K. Wampole, head 
of the great firm of H. K. Wampole and Co., 
manufacturing chemists, that it was decided 
necessary to confine him in a sanitarium. 

But Wampole eluded his private physician 
in New York last Saturday night. It is a 
mystery whether Wampole will be found or 
not. 

Manager’s Perfidy Snaps Mind. 

Though he was a friend of Hipple, with 
probably some money in the latter’s com- 
pany, the defection of his manager preyed 
most on Wampole’s mind. This man nad 
charge of the Perth, Canada, branch of the 
concern. Wampole was abroad when ihe 
man disappeared. He returned at once and 
became obsessed with the idea that his part- 
ners, Albert J. Koch and J. Ross Campbell, 
would consider him careless. 

The wreck of the trust company came on 
top of it. The strain was too great. Wam- 
pole, realizing his condition, consented on 
Friday to go to a sanifarium.

CAR STRIKE BRINGS RIOT. 


MEN IMPORTED TO RUW FRISCO 
TROLLEYS CAUSE OF OUTBREAE. 


Susrsunted by Armed Guards and 
Police’ Would-Be Workers Are 
Trailed Through Streets by Great 
Crowd, Which Hurils Bricks and 
Other Missiles—Shets Fired by Re~- 
treating Party Wound Number, but 
None Seriously. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 10.—A disturb- 
ance that at times assumed the proportions 
of a riot marked the departure of 150 strike 
breakers imported to break the etrike of the 
United Railway Exnployés this evening. 

Surroundgd by armed guards and as many 
members of the police department as could 
be rushed to the scene, the men were 
marched half way across the city, pursued 
by a mob of strike sympathizers, who hurled 
bricks and abuse. Becoming frightened, the 
guards and strike breakers ldst their heads 
and began shooting. The affair ended at the 
ferry building, where twenty of the armed 
gQards were. arrested. 

Repots from the hospttals of the city indt- 
cate that a dozen persons have been 
wounded, but none seriously. The mob wae 
dispersed by the police after the strike 
breakers had been hurried aboard a depart- 
ing ferry boat. 

For the first few blocks of the march te 
the ferry there were but half a dozen police- 
men available for the protection of the 


‘strike breakers, and the hundreds of men in 


pursult threatened at times to engage them 
in a hand to hand conflict. Bricks and other 
missiles were thrown at frequent intervals, 
and the police were obliged to send for as- 
sistance. 

At several pointe detached sections of the 
mob hurried on and intercepted the strike 
breakers, and it was.on such emergencies 
that the armed guards used their revolvers, 
About fifty shots were fired in all. 

The men who discharged weapons were 
handcuffed and placed in a patrol wagon, 
which by strategy obtained a lead of half a 
block before the departure waa noticed by 
the érowd waiting outside. With cries of 
*‘ Lynch them!" *“ Hang them!’’ “ Kill the 
Farley men,” hundreds started up Market 
street in the wake of the patrol wagon, but 
no one was hurt.

New York, Sept. 10,—[Special.]—Accotding 
to cable dispatches from Scotland, the bantis 
for the marriage of James Henry Smith and 
Mrs. Rhinelander Stewart were read on Sun- 
day in the parish church at Alvie, Inver- 
nesshire. It is expected the wedding will 
take place soon. The groom to be is known 
as “ Silent Smith.” 

The announcement was not altogether a 
surprise. Mrs. Stewart obtained a divorce 
from her husband in South Dakota Aug. 24 
last.

Smith has been spoken of as the richest 
bachelor in this country.

In 1892 Smith purchased Rubens’ “ The 
Holy Family” for $50,000 and presented it 
to the Metropolitan museum.

‘DREAM CONVICTS SLAYER, 


SLEEP ACTING RESULTS IN A 
FIRST DEGREE VERDICT. 


South Dakota Farmer Found Guilty 
in Iowa of Crime Committed Years 
Ago—Wife Testifies That While in 
Slumber He Again Goes Through 
the Motions of Strangling Her For- 
mer Husband—Victim Long Sup- 
posed te Have Been Suicide. 


Sibley, Ia., Sept. 10.—[{Special.]—Charles 
Rocker, a farmer of South Dakota, has been 
convicted of murder through his own dream. 
In his sleep he acted over again the killing 
of his employer, whose widow he married. 
She went upon the stand and related how 
Rocker in his sleep went through the mo- 
tions of throttling a man. A jury in the Dis- 
trict court, after hearing this evidence at 
Rocker’s second trial, returned a verdict of 
guilty of murder in the first degree. 

According to the contentions of the state 
Rocker, on June 29, 1900, choked to death 
August Schroeder, hung the body from a rope 
in Schroeder’s rap 7 and then, after all the 
countryside was convinced that’ Schroeder 
had died by suicide, married Mrs. Schroeder, 
took Schroeder’s money, moved to South Da- 
kota, and bought a farm. 


Return from Drinking Bout. 


June 28, 1900. was the date of a carnival 
at Rock Rapids, Ia. Schroeder and Rocker, 
his farm hand, returned late at night under 
the influence of liquor. Mrs. Schroeder put 
up the horses. Rocker apparently went to 
bed before Schroeder. 

The next morning the wife found the body 
of her husband in the barn. After she had 
roused her brothers Rocker was awakened 
from what seemed a sound sleep. Death was 
pronounced suicide. 

Not for four years, long after Mrs. Schroe- 

der became Mrs. Rocker, was a charge 
lodged against Rocker. 
‘In the trial just close@ Mrs. Rocker went 
on the stand and testified ‘that one night 
Rocker, intoxicated, sat up in bed and cried 
out: “Ah, August, now I’ve got you!” 

At the same time his face assumed a ter- 
rifying expression and his hands clutched 
as if at some one’s throat. 

The next morning the woman pressed 
Rocker to explain hisdream. Finally, point- 
ing a revolver at her head, he told her he 
would shoot her if she ever told his story. 
Then he confessed that he had bought pofson 
and put itin whisky, which he gave Schroe- 
der. 


Chokes Employer to Death. 


After he had gone to bed on the return 
home from the carnival Schroeder became 
sick and went into the yard Rocker, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Schroeder, followed and 
choked him to death. Then, she said, he 
wheeled the body to the barn and hung it 
from a rafter. 

During the trial a Rock Rapids druggist 
testified that a stranger, giving the name of 
Burke, had bought chloroform of him on 
June 29, 1900. A saloonkeeper said that 
Rocker had asked for “ doped’ whisky. 

Rocker denied the dream story. He said 
he had asked in the saloon for ‘“ doped ”’ 
whisky, a low German drink. He declared 
he knew nothing of Schroeder’s death till 
aroused from sleep after the body had been 
found. ‘ 

The most important evidence of the de- 
fense was affectionate letters written by 
Mrs. Rocker to her husband In jail after the 
time she said the confession was made.

These liste will be given to the com-~ 
mitteemen of each ward with instructions to 
select from, the number representative and 
energetic men in each precinct. — 

Men thus selected are to be asked to round 
up all the possible applicants for citizenship 
papers and have them ready for business 
next week. 


Courts to Speed Naturalization. 


Judge Honoré has informed the democratic 
politicians that three or-more judges will be 
assigned for naturalization work at night 
after Sept. 17 and Circuit Court Clerk Gray 
has promised to have the necessary clerical 
force on hand for speedy work. It remains 
only for the new organization to furnish the 
applicants and the 50 cent pieces. The precinct 
workers are to find the unnaturalized and 
the executive committee is to provide the 
half dollars. It will hold a meeting on Fri- 
day to consider ways and means of securing 
revenue. 

These prospects seem to indicate busy 
times in the citizenship mill beginning next 
Monday and lasting for ten deys—until Sept. 
27, when the new naturalization law becomes 
effective. It is the desire of politicians of 
both parties to work through as many as 
possible under the lenient provisions of the 
old law. 


Beginnings of New Organization. 


The men selected from the primary rm 4 


also will constitute the beginaings of precin 
organizations in the new democratic system. 
The democrats frankly admit that the repub- 
lican organization has been superior in most 
features of its work and it is the purpose 
of the new county management to remedy the 
defect. 

In- adopting the constitution the county 
committee took about two hours to debate, 
but did not change the committee draft in 
many important particulars. One amend- 
ment coneerned the time of electing county 
committee officers and another changed the 
time of electing ward club officers. 

The original draft provided that the com- 
mittee officials should be elected on the first 
Tuesday in September and that the ward 
club elections should be held on the third 
Thursday of that month every two years. 


Amendments to Constitution. 

The amendment provides that committee 
elections shall be held on the second Tuesday 
after the congressional conventions in the 
spring and the ward club elections on the 
fourth Thursday in May. It was objécted to 
the original provisions that the fights and 
contests which both elections might pro- 
voke would come diréctly before the fall elec- 
tion and get the party in a turmoll at the time 
when it should be unified. 

By transferring the dates to the spring time 
is given for these contesi to subside before 
election. 

Regular meetings of the county committee 
are to be held at night under the new rules. 
The committee meeting was held in the new 
headquarters at 124 La Salle street, into 
which the chattel property of the county or- 
ganization was moved during the day. Chair- 
man O’Connell still lingers in thé Wisconsin 
woods, but his return is announced for to- 
morrow and it is said he will bring with him 
the committee appointments.

Mr. Brady has been 
a member of the house of representatives 
from the First district and was one of the 
late Mr. Wathier’s lieutenants. The repub- 
lican county committee will meet today to 
pass resolutions of regret at the death of 
Mr. Wathier. A vacancy on the state com- 
mittee caused by his death must be filled. 

The republican state committee meets here 
on Thursday to elect officers, all but the sec- 
retary having been decided on in advance. 
It is possible that Clarence Buck of Mon- 
mouth, a Cullom man, will be selected for the 
office on which no agreement has been 
reached to date. 

Congressman Lorimer proposes to get a 
couple weeks’ start of the other republican 
candidates this fall.

INTIMIDATION ALLEGED TO HAVE 
SAVED ACCUSED MEN 


Witnesses Against Evanston Drivers 
Charged with Attempted Robbery 
Are Threatened with Vioclence— 
Prisoners Let Off with Small Fines 
—Ten Teamsters Make Demonstra- 
tion Before Justice Boyer—Woman 
Accuses Policeman, 


Intimidation by members of the teamsters’ 
union is alleged to be the reason why the 
three men accused’ of participation in the 
holdup at Calvary cemetery Sunday night 
escaped with light punishment in Justice 
Boyer’s court in Evanston yesterday. -The 
men attacked George A. Weatherby, 1800 
Sherman avenue; P. 8. Flynn, 1602 Sherman 
avenue, and L. Prindle, 609 Davis street, all 
of Evanston, and asked that the charges of 
attempted robbery be changed to disorderly 
conduct. 

Weatherby said two members of the team- 
sters’ union had called on him and Mr. Flynn 
and had told them that a beating “ within an 
inch of their lives’ would be the penaliy 
for testifying against J. Burke, one of the 
men arrested. 


Light Fines All Around. 


Burke was fined $15 and costs on the dis- 
orderly charge. The same fine was meted 
out to Frank Johnson. Robert Olson, the 
third man, was fined $100 and costs on the 
charge of assault with intent to rob. The 
three men are employés of the Johnson Ex- 
press company. 

The men were defended by J. A. Harrington, 
said to be an attorney for the union. Ten 
union teamsters crowded to the bar when 
Weatherby was on the stand and made a 
demonstration. Justice Boyer was obliged 
to order the police to force the men back. 

“There are some men here who are trying 
to intimidate witnesses,”’ he said. ‘“‘ That is 
a penitentiary offense. It behooves these 
men to be careful.” 

Inspector Healy of the Chicago avenue po- 
lice station is trying to find a young woman 
who several days ago reported that she had 
been robbed of a diamond ring and her.purse 
by a man who posed as a policeman and en- 
ticed her from a hotel at North State and 
Michigan streets to the north end of the 
Clark street bridge. The investigation re- 
suited in the arrest of Martin Hogan, but 
when a policeman was sent to a south side 
address which was given by the woman he 
was unable to find her. Hogan, who is be- 
lieved to have knowledge of the robbery, is 
being held at the station pending a thorough 
investigation.

THAMSTERS FIGHT ON SLY 


VIOLENCE OCCURS IN OUTLYING 
AND SECLUDED PLACES. 


Big Barns, Watched by Police, Are 
Undistuarbed by War of the Rival 
Unions—One Strike Caused by the 
Situation Is Ended When President 
of Guthmann Transfer Company 
Thrashes Driver Who Led Walkout 


[ * —Anti-Shea Buttons Worn. 


One strik@and scattering cases of violence 
were traceable yesterday to the war growirg 
out of the rival unions of teamsters. The 
strike was ended summarily when Richard 
Guthmann, president of the Guthmann 
Transfer company, the “ struck ’’ firm, ad- 
ministered, a severe beating to Wullam 
O’ Shea, ¢ ariver, who had led the walkout 
of the men. 

Most of the assaults of the day did not 
come to the attentiom of the police, who 
watched the big barns, expecting outbreaks. 
The violence occurred in outlying parts of 
the city, where “‘ wrecking crews ’”’ waylaid 
teamsters and either drove them from their 
wagons or forced the drivers to tear off the 
buttons worn on their jackets. Employers 
say they will not know exactly how many 
of their drivers were attacked until the roll 
is called this morning. 

Rival Truck Drivers Most Active. 


The rival locals of truck drivers were es- 
pecially active. ‘* Committees”’ from both 
factions visited the large barns in the morn- 
ing and demanded the discharge of teamsters 
who displayed loyaity to one or the other of 
the organizations. In the stables of the big 
transfer concerns the team owners met this 
demand with a promise to take the matter up 
at a special meeting of the Team Owners’ 
association in the evening: 

The new anti-Shea buttons made their first 
appearance. The ice wagon drivers, 1,600 in 
number, took the Initiative in thus publicly 
showing their antagonism to President Cor- 
nelius P. Shea. The buttons were of a bright 
red color and bore the letters “‘U. T. A.”’ 
the initials of the Albert Young union. 


Team Owners for Shea. 


The Shea forces at night gained an im- 
portant victory when the Team Owners’ as- 
sociation, employing about 3,500 drivers, 
voted to stand with the international! broth- 
erhood. The effect of this decision will be 
that only such truck drivers as are members 
of the Shea unions will be employed by 
members of the association. 

The fight is expected to become sharper 
this morning, when the Shea leaders ask the 
team owners to carry cut their declaration 
of last night. The attempt to discharge anti- 
Shea drivers will be opposed by the leaders 
of the seceding faction. 


Argument on Shea Indictment. 


Arguments were begun in Judge Ball's 
court on a motion to quash the indictments 
against Shea and other labor leaders on con- 
spiracy charges. 

Three drivers were fined $15 each by Jus- 
tice Chott for attacking Robert Cambaugh, 
a colored teamster. 

Committees were appointed to draw up 
plane for enforcing an eight hour day at the 
opening session of the Metal Trades Feder- 
ation held at 175 West Madison street. 


BEGIN TO INSPECT MEATS 
UNDER NEW LAW AT YARDS. 


Twenty-seven Men Who Passed Re- 
cent Civil Service Examination Start 
Work in Four of the Large Plants 


Twenty-seven of the. new meat product 
inspectors, who recently passed the govern- 
ment examination, went to work yesterday 
in the plants of Swift & Co., Armour & Co., 
Nelsen Morris & Co., and the Hammond 
Packing company. Civil Service Commis- 
sioner A. W. Cooley installed the inspectors, 
coming here from Washington for that pur- 


pose. 

It will be necessary to hold.another exam- 
ination before the full complement of 120 
men can be installed, and it is doubtful ifa 
sufficient number will be available for duty 
when the new law goes into effect Oct. 1. 

The new inspectors will look after sanitary 
conditions at the piants principally, and 
Mr. Cooley placed them where they could 
do the most effective work in the four es- 
tablishments. They will inspect the trucks, 
rooms, hangers, tables, pipes, and floors. 

Sixty-five of those who took the examina- 
tion recently passed but only twenty-seven 
reported for duty. This is accounted fcr 
by the fact that of those who passed a num- 
ber are now employed in the packing houses 
at $100 a month. The salary of an inspector 
is but $88.38 a month. |

Attorney General Hadley Expects 
Missouri Will Win Suit as 
Result of Testimony. 


St. Louis, Mo.. Sept. 10.—[Special. }—Under 
a searching crose examination conducted by 


hotel this afternoon, H. Clay Pierce, chair- 
man of the board of directors of the Waters- 
Pierce Oil company, made a score of star- 
tling admissions through which Mr. Hadley 
is confident he will win the ouster suits pend- 
ing in the Missouri Supreme court. 

While Pierce’s admission that the Standard 
owhs a controlling interest in the Waters- 
Pierce Oil company comes as a surprise, the 
blunt statement that the dividends of the 
Waters-Pierce company were from 600 to 
700 per cent on the Investment was even 
more startling. 


Earns 600 to 700 Per Cent. 


Hadley, basing his opinion on information 
obtained at previous investigations, sug- 
gested the dividends amounted to about 400 
per cent. 

** Hardly,’ said Pierce. 

“How much, then?’ stormed the attorney 
general, expecting a smaller estimate. 

“ Between 600 and 700 per cent,” said 
Pierce. 

“ O,” exclaimed Hadley, “ my estimate was 
too low.”’ 

The nominal head of the Waters-Pilerce 
Oil company was taken in custody at Broad- 
way and Olive street this morning by deputy 
sheriffs who had been looking for him for 
many days. He was held prisoner an hour 
in the sheriff's office and voluntarily agreed 
to testify before Special Commissioner An- 
thony. 

In the course of a three hours’ cross exam- 
ination Pierce admitted the Waters-Pierce 
company controlled between 90 and 98 per 
cent of the business in its territory. He of- 
fered 1 explanation of this great lead over 
competitors that the equipment of the 
Waters-Pierce company was better than its 
competitors’ and that deliveries were more 
prompt and prices lower. 


Standard Owns 6814 Shares. 


He said the stock of the company amount- 
ed to $400,000, sixty-eight and one-half shares 
of which were owned by the Standard Oil 
company and thirty-one and one-half by 
himself. He estimated the value of the tangi- 
ble assets of the Waters-Pierce company at 
$12,000,000 and the total value of the business 
between $45,000,000 and $55,000,000. The 
great difference between the first named 
figure, $12,000,000, and the last estimate is 
for good will. 

Certificates of stock in the new company 
were produced and the final outcome of this 
part of the examination was that Pierce 
admitted the Standard Oj] had controlled 
the old Waters-Pierce company, that it has 
the same amount of stock in the new com- 
pany as it had in the old, and that the Stand- 
ard is a producing company and the Waters-

“ Almost exclusively from the Standard Oil 
company.”’ 

“And from what solircés has it since that 
time obtained its supplies of refined o11?’’ 

** Almost exclusively from the Standard Oil 
company and its allied interests.” 

“Did the old Waters-Pierce Oil company 
or the present Waters-Pierce Oil company 
refine any oil or manufacture any of the 
products of petroleum in the United States?’ 

“It did not manufacture refined oils. It 
did manufacture lubricating oilg and greases. 
All of the refined oils, naphthas, gasolines, 
and most of the lubricating oils were ob- 
tained from the Standard Oil company and 
its allied interests.”’ 

“Did the Waters-Pierce Oil company es- 
tablish any refinery in the republic of Mex- 
ico?’ 

** It did; several.”’ 


Gives Total Sales. 


“ From what sources did it get the crude 
petroleum to refine in the republic of 
Mexico?” 

“ Because crude petroleum was not pro- 
duced within the republic of Mexico <he 
Waters-Pierce Oil company obtained all of 
its crude petroleum for manufacturing in 
Mexico from the Standard Oil company. The 
present Waters-Pierce Oil company in 1900 
succeeded to and established the business 
of the old Waters-Pierce Oil company, and 
since that time it has confined itself ex- 
clusively to building up the business within 
the territory formerly occupied by the old 
Waters-Pierce Oil company.”’ 

“Will you tell me approximately the 
amount of sales in gallonage of the Waters-

pany of Evansville charges are made against 
forty-one railroad companies of discrimina- 
tions in tariff rates in favor of the Standard 
Oil company. The railroad companies made 
defendants’ comprise practically all that are 
operating In this state. 

Plaintiffs say that they are engaged in

The petitioners submit a rate classification

Son of Deceased Also Cut Of Except 
as to Jewelry and Other Personal 
Effects—Brother of Man Who Died 
Aboard Ship Bequeathed $300,000 
and Sister £100,000, with Smaller 
Sums to Other Relatives—Rumor of 
a Contest. 


New York, Sept. 10.—[Special.]~—The will 
of Hermann Oelrichs was filed today in the 
surrogate’s office by the law firm of Jay & 
Candler, of which William Jay; who married 
Oelrichs’ sister, isa member. It contains no 
bequests to the widow, Teresa Alice Oelrichs, 
and nothing to his only son, Hermann Oecel- 
richs Jr., except the testator’s personal ef- 
fects.

MANY PERSONS HURT IN CLASH OF

‘BEING GATHERED 


Government Report Indicates 
Great Yield of the Lead- 
ing Cereals. 


WHEAT AND MAIZE LEAD. 


Board of Trade Operators Inter- 
ested in Excellent Condi- 
tion of Corn. 


The government's report on the condition 
of spring wheat, corn, oats, and the minor 
cereals, given out in Chicago at 2 p. m. yes- 
terday, suggested continued prosperity for 
farmers and the nation at large. The state- 
ment maintained the earlier predictions of 
“bumper” yields of wheat and corn, and 
was about as had been expected on oats, 
the outturn of which is conceded on all sides 
to be materially under that oflast year. The 
government's figures were what conservative 
members of the board of trade had looked 
for, being bearish on corn, a go-between on 
spring wheat, and bullish on oats. 

The condition of the corn crop attracted 
most attention in board of trade circles. In 
view of the phenomenally favorable weather 
since the report was compiled, traders were 
inclined to give the statement more of a 
bearish color than the figures, which were 
bearish In themselves, indicated. The con- 
dition of corn on Sept. 1 was 90.2, compared 
to 88.1 Aug. 1, 89.5 Sept. 1, 1905; 84.6 Sept. 1, 
1904; and a ten year average of 81. 

According to the most popularly accepted 
basis, the statement promised a total corn 
outturn of about 2,713,000,000 bushels, com- 
pared to a yield of approximately 2,700,000,- 
000 bushels in 1905.

FEEDING OF INFANTSAND CHILDREN. 
BY ROBERT H. HARVEY, M. D. 

As regards infant foods, none of these is as 
good a substitute for breast milk as properly 
modified cow's milk. The elmost unanimous 
verdict of intelligent physicians is against 
their use as a permanent food. On the other 
hand, there are times when some of thesé 


for temporary use in diseased conditions. 
Here they are to de prescribed Mke drugs, 
with only a definite knowledge of what they 
do and what they do not contain. 

These foods contain substances which are 
unnecessary for an infant, and do not corre- 
spond at all in analysis to mother’s milk. 
For instance, many of them contain starch, 
which should not be added to an infant’s 
food until the first teeth have appeared, 
at which time it is perfectly proper and neces- 
sary to add to the infant’s diet a certain 
amount of starchy food, which is usually 
put Into the milk by adding barley or oat- 
meal water... 

Some of these infant foods are prepared 
without the addition of milk; others specify 
that when mixing the food with the milk it 
should come to a boil. Either one of these 
conditions is bad. 


, ee 

I have even heard physicians attempt to 
defend the use of condensed milk or one of 
these foods because they have seen children 
who apparently thrived on this form of nour- 
ishment. The fact that individual cases live 
and apparently thrive upon this unsuitable 
food—the fact that some children live in 
spite of the kind of food they have been 
given—does not prove that the food in ques- 
tion is what it should be. Dr. Rotch says: 

“ My opinion in regard to patent foods asa 
whole is that they must necessarily be un- 
reliable. They are thrown on a market where 
competition is extreme. When once they 
have been adVertised to the public notice, I 
cannot but feel that irregularities and 
changes, slight, perhaps, in the eyes of the 
makers, May unintentionally creep in, and 
carry their composition still further from 
that of the standard, human milk. 

“Analyses show that there is a lack of 
uniformity in these foods from year to year, 
and that original claims are apparently for- 
gotten or allowed to give way to cheaper 
production. In fact, as my experience in 
the feeding of infants increasés, and as I 
examine year by year the effects of the dif- 
ferent foods on infants, I am strongly im- 
pressed with the bélie¢ that, with our present 
physiological, chemical, and clinical know)- 
edge, all the patent foods are entirely unnec- 
essary. 

“ The claims made for them are not sup- 
ported by intelligent and unprejudiced in- 
vestigation. Those who manufacture them 
are rét in a position to judge correctly con- 
cerning them. The merit, at times, of tneir 
apparent success does not belong to them, but 
to accompanying circumstances. They do 
great harm by impressing on the public the 
false idea that a cheap, easily prepared food 
is for the good of the infant, and is better 
than anything that can be produced else- 
where. 

“They vary too greatly in their analyses 
to keep even within the acknowledged vary- 
ing limits of human milk. 

“It is, therefore, high time for physicians 
to appreciate how inefficient in themselves 
and how misleading in their claims are these 
artificial(foods, and also in what a false posi- 
tion, as the protector and adviser of the pub- 


itself to even a toleration of their use.” 
a. 

Many of these infant foods, when advertis- 
ing, show pictures of fat and apparently 
healthy babies. If they are really so, it is 
not because they are fed on the wrong kind 
of food, but because, mixed with this wrong 
kind of food, they may have been given other 
food which was nutritious. 


specimens of fat infants who have been fed 
on improper food are really not so healthy 
as they look. Under this heavy coating of 
fat we may find a weak bony system, such as 
usually is produced by the use of these foods. 
These children often are croupy, and have 
little resistance against disease. 

If a child has been brought up, let us say, 
for the first six months of its life on breast 
feeding, for that six months it has had the 
kind of food God.meant it should have, and 
it is difficult at this time to take away from 
that child the health and strength that it 
has. Even if then one begins to feed it on 
some patented sawdust breakfast food or 
infant’s food, it has obtained enough vitality 
and strength to last it until such time as it 
is old enough to assimilate other foods, like 
bread, meat, and vegetables.

With the close of the bathing season and 
the city playgrounds drawing.near, the rec- 
ord of attendance at the municipal baths 
and playgrounds shows an increase over pre- 
vious years.

NEW RATE LAW MAY BARE “INDUS- 
TRIAL” LINES. 


Owners of Such Roads Will Seek an 
Amendment—Provision of the Act 
Bearing on This Point Does Not Ge 
Into Effect Till May 1, 1908—At- 
tempt to Be Made by Interstate 
Board Next Monday to Compel F. 
J. Reichmann to Answer. 


Fearing that the new rate law, as it stands 
at present, will compel them to dispose of 
the numerotvs small “ industrial” railroads 
they own and operate, some of the biggest 
shipping interests in Chicago and other parts 
of the country already are taking steps to 
eeck at the next session of congress the 
amendment or repeal of that provision of the 
law which prohibits rallroad companies from 
transporting commodities manufactured, 
mined, or produced by themselves. 

This provision does not become effective 
until May 1, 1908, but the shippers are in no 
mood to wait until then to find out how Jit will 
affect them, apprehending that if the courts 


should then rule that: this portion of -the- 


law does apply to their railroads it might 
be necessary to dispose of these properties 
with a haste which would involve heavy 
loss. 

The law says that the term “ railroad” 
Shall include “all the road in use by any 
corporation operating a railroad,"’ and also 


all switches, spurs, tracks, and terminal fa-. 


cilities. Railway officials say this unques- 
tlonably embraces the so-called “ industrial 
lines.”’ In some cases these small nes are 
operated exclusively to haul their owners’ 
products. In other cases they also accept 
business from the public. If railroade own- 
ing coal mines cannot under the:new Jaw 
haul their owners’ coal, ratiroad lawyers say 
it will also be {illegal for railways owned by 
manufacturers, or coaleompanies, or stone

from the committee each month and a new 
one goes on. In this way the board, num- 
bering fifteen, is actively engaged in the 
company’s work at least once a year in addi- 
tion to the monthly meetings of the board.” 

The foregoing plan probably will be con- 
sidered a good one, and it suggests that the 
clearing house committee of the local banks 
might be made an alternating instead.of a 
continuous body. There are fifteen members 
of the clearing house association and the 
present practice is that five of these members 
shall constitute the clearing house commit- 
tee, being annually reélected. 

There appears to be no good reason why 
five members should continuously sit on the 
destines of the other ten and through them 
on all the banks in Chicago with the excep- 
tion of a few private ones. It will not do to 
say that the wisdom of the bankers of Chi- 
cago is concentrated in five individuals. It 
might be a good plan to have one member 
drop off each year, giving a chance for some 
new addition to the committee. Perennial 
officials, as human’ nature is constituted, 
come to believe themselves the owners of 
the privileges which they enjoy instead of 
representing others. A clearing house com- 
mittee is no exception to the rule.

SALARY ISSUE WILL BE FORCED 
ON THE FEDERATIONISTS. 


Uirs. Keough’s Resolution Will Com- 
pel Them Either to Vote te Add 
$850,000 to Elementary Teachers’ 
Pay Rell er Refuse te Allow Them 
the “Decent Wages” for Which the 
Union Has Been Clameoring PWver 
Sinee It Was Organized. 


Mrs. W. C. H. Keough, schoo? trustee, in- 
tends to make the federationists in the school 
board vote either to add $850,000 to the teach- 
ers’ pay roll or againet giving them the 
“decent wages’ which have been the basis of 
the teachers’ federation’s cry since that or- 
ganization came into existence six years ago. 

“The supporters of the federation in the 
school board have been doing a lot of talking 
about the poor, undegpaid teacher,” declared 
Mrs. Keough, “and have managed to arouse 
@ great deal of public sympathy, but so far 
us 1 know they have not yet done anything 
practical or tangible toward obtaining the 
desired results. I want to see what they 
will do when they are brought face to face 
with the opportunity of demonstrating their 
loyalty toward the teachers. I want to give 
the new members @ chance to make a record. 


More Pay Needed by Teachers. 

“They were appointed by the mayor with 
the understanding that they were to be for 
the modern reforms, and now is their oppor- 
tunity to show thelr good faith by placing the 
elementary teachers on a par with other em- 
ployés who are paid during their vacations, 
and at the same time give to the teacher the 
good wages which will enable her to live as 
one In her profession should. 

“ The elementary school teachers, as every 
one recognizes, are now greatly underpaid, 
and their work is greatly underestimated. 
With the small salaries they receive it is im- 
possible for them to take their proper place 
in society. Teachers now work in the va- 
cation schools and do all sorts of work dur- 
ing summer instead of enjoying a needed rest, 
for the simple reason that unless they work 
the two months of enforced idleness is too 
severe a drain on their finances. 


Summer Rest Is Necessary. 

“If they were able to rest during their va- 
cations they would return to their work 
ready to give the children far better service 
and the board in the end would be repaid 
amply for the adttional expenditure.” 

Mre. Keough has received hundreds of let- 
ters from teachers indorsing the resolution 
which she will present to the board tomorrow 
night. One of the teachers declared that the 
government pays its teachers in Manila on a 
basis of twelve months and added: 

“Where the government points out the 
way why shouki our truetees hesitate to fol- 
low?’ 

Mrs. Keough’s plan contemplates giving 
the extra two months’ pay only to teachers 
who hold the full certificate issued by the 
board after three years’ service. She de- 
clared she intends to make an investigation 
to discover how many teachers married to 
rich husbands are still engaged in teaching 
for “pin money ”’ while more worthy and 
more competent teachers, she believes, should 
have their places. 

Board members were noncommittal on 
Mrs. Keough's resolution and declined to 
express their views.

Spelling Reform Is Oppos 
The trustees were equally noncommittal on 
the question of spelling reform. President 
Ritter declared it was a matter for the edu- 
cational department to deal with, and Trus- 
tee Millis declared there were many more im- 
portant things to be considered at present 
than phonetic spelling. Supt. Cooley and 
District Superintendents Delano and Miss 
Sullivan expressed their disapproval of the 
pian, and a majority of the board members 
ridiculed the idea of introducing reform spell- 
ing in the schools of Chicago.

a hospital when she is well enough to be 
moved. 

Mrs. White and her daughter, Mrg. Martha 
Williams, wept tears of joy that they were 
to be cared for at least temporarily. Mrs. 
Williamg who is herself afflicted with rheu- 
matism, is in constant attendance upon her 
mother. She said she had given up hope in 
the morning of any assistance, and when it 
came it was the happiest moment of her life. 

Mrs. White says she is a granddaughter 
of Patrick Henry. She receives a pension of 
$12 a month. This meager amount of money 
supports both her and the daughter. Their 
rent is $8 a month.
